KILLED OR INJURED 


Northern Pacific Official W arns Against 
W alking on Tracks. 


St. Paul, March SI.— F. M. Metcalfe 
head of the efficiency bureau of the 
Northern Pacific road, issued a state­ 
ment that last 
year 11,532 persons 
walked on the railroad tra<ks or oth­ 
erwise trespassed on railroad property 
and were killed or injured. 
The cir­ 
cular setting forth the figures is being 
circulated umong railroad offices and

will 
be 
sent 
to

schools. 
Mr Metcalfe’s figures are from those 
originally compiled by the interstate 
commerce commission.

ber of trespassers 5,OHI were killed

475 tramps who were stealing rides 
were killed
